It began with The 
adore Weber, that truly wonderful or 
ganizer, who not only created 
a mo 
nopoly of the sout h sea island trade for 
the Firma Gixlelfroy, but also found 
time to create an empire which has al 
ways just, eluded the < Jerman grasp, the 
man who is really responsible 
for the 
German colonial policy. He and hiasuc 
censors tried 
in every way to 
give 
Samoa to Germany. The treaty cluing* d 
all that on the face of it. 
Nevertheless 
German influence is maintained at top 
notch. 
That is tlx* real duty of th 
president 
His hand, bearing always 
heavy on the native government, must 
teach the unvarying lesson that Ger 
many means power. 
The Berlin act which constituted the 
presidency has defined also the duties of 
the president. As there is a double sys 
tem of administration in Samoa, one 
tor the vhite residents and another for 
the native population, so is there a di 
vision in the presidential duties. 
Upon 
the white residents of Apia he bears as 
presiding officer of th** municipal conn 
cil, elected by the white people of all 
nationalities who have qualified by a 
residence of six months in the munici 
pelitr 
He is in effect a sort of mayor 
The municipality has been gerryman 
dered into two wards in such a manner 
as to » « care the election of never fewer 
than three German councilors out of the 
■ix provided by law. W ith the president 
a German the municipal council always 
has • majority of reprenentation against 
all other nationalities, no mean advan 
tag « in itself 
Upon the royal govern 
merit ot the Samoans he exercises a 
dominant sway through beiug receiver 
and custodian of the revenues. But the 
presidents have not rested content with 
what the law lias given. There is a pe 
culiarity about the Berlin act 
Along 
•ide of the most positive definition of 
powers and functions it includes a par 
allel series of vague and general state­ 
ments which might bear almost any 
meaning. It has l*een within the power 
of a German policy working steadily 
and consistently in Samoan affairs to 
place upon these vague and general 
statements a construction ever favorable 
to the tightening of the German griu» p 
upon the kingdom. 
It was on account 
of the possibilities of power presented 
by the office that Germany obtained 
from the other two powers the privilege 
of naming the president. 
See what manner of men Germany 
has put into the presidency. 
The first 
was Freiherr Senfft von Pilsaeh. a gen­ 
tleman every inch of him, promoted 
from a small German civil magistracy 
He had the task of opening the routine 
of presidential work and of establishing 
many of its precedents. 
When he had 
done the duty for which he had been 
instructed in Germany, the Samoans 
were in a fury of discontent with the 
treaty. 
There was also indignation 
uniong the white residents of Apia other 
I-.an the German community of Mata 
f'ele. Public meetings were held great 
ly to the disgust ot German officialdom, 
which was impotent to quell the storm. 
The public had some questions fc. ask. 
It wanted to know by what right i*resi­ 
dent Henfft von Pilsaeh interpreted the 
treaty as he was doing 
it wanted to 
know by w hat authority the 
public 
funds were sent thousand* 
<4 miles 
away from Apia to be deposited in bank 
IE Sydney; it wanted 1» be assured that 
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a pair 01 fine eyes, n noble profile—any 
tli** expiration id their terms. When h 
Wiii forced out of this position, he did 
all in his power to hinder the election 
of good men 
Then lx* attempted to in ­ 
troduce German as the official 
lan­ 
guage. English 
having always been 
used previously. This created more stir, 
which made work for tlx* consuls and 
went as far as Wa: hington. London and 
Berlin. 
With all this he might have 
been yet in office but for a peculiar 
blunder Tin* relations became strained 
between himself and tlm German con­ 
sul 
\* hat representations the two offi­ 
cials made to tlx* authorities in Berlin 
cannot be known. 
The result was that 
1 'resident Kehmibt Dargitz resigned and 
h it with much haste, and flu* consul 
was j nmxfied to bo a eon .-ill gem nil. 
In picking its candidate for its third 
successive nomination to the Samoan 
presidency Germany chose 
Dr. Joannes 
KaiTei, the district judge at Dar-es- 
Salam, in the German east African col 
ony. The choice was significant, 
it, in­ 
dicated that Germany had tested the 
indifference of the other powers and 
had ventured to put Samoan affairs into 
the hands of oneol its colonial officials. 
It is only politically that Dr. Raff'd is 
a dangerous factor. 
Personally he is all 
that could be desired. 
Education lias 
put, a fim* polish 011 innate refinement. 
When he first arrived 
at Apia, he was 
almost independent. 
He was inclined 
to be sociable. 
T hat was a novelty 011 
the beach 
Germans are obliged to ob­ 
serve toward German officials the atti- 
tudeof recognition of official superiori­ 
ty. < tther jieople are not obliged to copy 
the German attitude, but, if they do not, 
then, as a rule, they do not find them ­ 
selves adm itted to the company of the 
officials. 
W hen Dr. Haffel first came, he made 
acquaintance affably with everybody 
and seemed to think that he could dis­ 
cuss public affairs informally with the 
citizen east of 
the slender Mulivai 
stream who m ight be American or Eng­ 
lish, just as ho could talk over the same 
topics west o f that stream in Matafele. 
w hich is German. 
Actually he spoke 
disrespectfully in those first days of the 
president s dwelling. 
He said it was 
too far from everybtsly, that it had no 
shelter, that the trade wind blew a gale 
through it all day long, that he would 
like to live at th« * other end of the town 
In a house between the British and 
American consulates. 
This lasted for 
days, while Apia wondered. 
Then the 
president saw a great light and went 
promptly off to live where his predeces­ 
sors had lived. In some way he acquired 
a fund of information which made him 


a different man. 
Atxwe all, he was 
made acquainted with the fact that in 
Samoa the German attitude extends to 
the veriest details of life. 
It results from all this that Germany 
governs Samoa through two officials, 
while its aasoGate powers have but one 
representative each. In practice the sys­ 
tem works smoothly. Suppose the G er­ 
mans on the beach see a chance for some 
regulation which will restrict others 
more than themselves. The information 
is soon carried to the president, w ith an 
intim ation as to what he is expected to 
do. 
The German m ajority in the m u­ 
nicipal council can pass any sort of reg­ 
ulation or ordinance which comes along 
with the official recommendation Hav­ 
ing passed the council, the proposed or­ 
dinance comes before a board of the 
three consuls for review. 
If approved 
it becomes law ; 
if disapproved, it 
may be returned, possibly amended 
and again sent up. or it may be sent 
to the chief justice. A German measure 
is by this system well fostered 
The 
Germ an president sees it through the 
municipal council, the German 
consul 
takes charge of it when it comes before 
the consular board. 
The president is 
sure of his official defender just one step 
above him. 
The way is smoothed for 
German measures, but it is an impas­ 
sable up hill track for any legislation 
which does not suit German policy. 
On paper the American right.* to 
equip the American coaling station at 
Pango-Pango are perfect. 
It is a bay set 
aside for all time for the American navy 
and for none other. 
That is what ap­ 
pears on paper. 
In the cold realities of 
fact it is in the power of the German 
president of the municipality of Apia to 
exert his power or influence so as to 
close the buy of Pango-Pango so tightly 
that nothing but warships can claw 11 
open. — New Yuik Sun
